Washington, April 14.—General Fitzhugh 
Lee today declined the honor of the recep- 
tion tendered him.

Washington, April 14.—(Special.)—Before

before that body. If so, on Saturday the 
house and the senate will have reached an 


' agreement as to the exact wording of the 


resolution which will meet the approval of 
both houses, and shortly thereafter the 
agreement will be ratified. 

Then will the burden for action be again 
upon the shoulders of the president. This 
time he will not have the opportunity for 
further delay. The resolution which con- 
gress will adopt will be emphatic in its 
instructions to the executive. 

It will call upon him to act, and 
act at once; and however loathe he 
may be to do that, he cannot ignore 
the mandate.’ ! fe 

This means that some time Saturday an 
ultimatum will be presented to the Spanish 
government, It will take the shape of a 
demand that Spain at once cede al! author- 
ity over Cuba and withdraw her army and 
navy from Cuba and Cuban waters. That 
ultimatum will* give Spain not to exceed 
forty-eight hours in which to respond to 
the demands made: upon her. She will re- 
fuse, and probably on Monday, certainly 
not later than Tuesday, the fun wil] begin. 

This is an outline of the events of the 
next few hours as clear as can be given 
with the lights now before me. There are 
no indications of anything to prevent that 
movement along the Hines indicated and 
within the time stated. 

There is still some hope in the 
peace contingent that there may be 
some sort of a tie-up between the two 
hcuses to bring in delay, but there is 
next to no foundation for such a hope. 
. The chances are that whatever resolution 
is adopted by the senate will meet the ap- 
proval of the house after the house com- 
mittee has made a fight for its own reso- 
lution, The senate may adopt what is 
known as the Turpie resolution, providing 
for the recognition of the Cuban republic. 
The vote on this is going to be close. At 
first it looked as if recognition might win 
by a majority of eight or ten votes, but in- 
fluences which have been at work during 
the day seem likely to prevent its passage 
or to Make it very close. 

If the Turpie resolution is adopted there 
will be a rard fight over it in conference 
and even then the resolutions reported by 
the sencte majority may be accepted as a 
compromise. If, however, the majority 
resolution pass the senate, there will be 
little delay in getting the approval of house 
conferees. This seems the most likely re- 
sult. 

One of the influences at work 
against recognition of the republic to- 
day is that of the president. 

McKinley has thrown the whole weight 
of his power against recognition. He has 
even gone so far as to send intimations to 
the capitol that if a recognition resolu- 
tion As adopted, he will veto it. True to 
the trust placed in his keeping, true to the 
compacts by which Hanna brought about 
his nomination and election, McKinley 
takes this groun@ at the command of 
money influences which are interested in 
the validation of the Spanish ‘bonded debt. 
The men who are trusted with the manip- 
ulation of interests of Spanish bondholders 
at this end of the line are closer to Mc- 
Kinley than any or all other influences 
combined and they are controlling his 
movements, 

It is a lamentable fact, but a fact 
nevertheless, that the president of the 
United States has laid himself open to 
such criticism as this. r 

Of course he doesn’t acknowledge that 
such influences dictate his action in any 
respect. But listen to the reason which 
he does give. He would withhold recdSgni- 
tion from the struggling young republic 
because the British ambassador has inti- 
mated that recognitiqn woul@ be displeas- 
ing to England.

The president, so this story goes, 
and it comes from sources very close 
to the white house, has already given 
assurances to the European powers 
that this will not be done. 

Another reason which impels McKinley to 
take a stand against recognition is found 
in (Foraker’s strong advocacy of that 
course. McKinley and Hanna cannot afford 
to have Foraker prove more powerful than 
they. Already he is getting entirely too 
much credit. out of this thing to suit them, 
and they are sore. 

Of course, it was an open question on 
which constitutional lawyers disagree as 
to whether recognition is an executive or 
a legislative function, or belongs properly 
to both branches of government, and it 
might be a good time to put that question 
to test once and for all. I imagine that 
in the present temper of the country an 
executive who would veto such an act of 
congress would have very good cause to re- 
gret what he had done. But I do not an- 
ticipate, in the face of his declarations, 
that the action of congress will get to 
him in just that shape. He can whip 
enough republicans into line to prevent 
recognition. I believe that congress will 
enact the resolutions reported by the sen- 
ate majority. 

Today the president intimated to lead- 
ing senators who conferred with him at 
his request, that he much preferred the 
house resolution to that of the senate ma- 
jority, and there is every good reason to 
see why he should. 

The house resolution undoubtedly 
placed in his hands a very wide dis- 
cretion as to the time and manner of 
his intervention, The senate resolu- 
tion, on the contrary, is much more 
explicit. 

Nothing is left to him except to follow 
the will of congress in his capacity as com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy. 
Hanna and Elkins and others, who favor 
placing the largest amount of power in the 
hands of the president, are strongly for 
the house resolutions, but they are getting 
little encouragement. 

Speeches by Turner, Hoar, Turple, Gray 
and Fairbanks constituted the war talk at 
the senate end of the capitol today. They 
were calm, conservative, judicial discus- 
sions of the points involved, and thoug@ 
the galleries were crowded to the limit, 
there was little that could be construed 
as sensational. Hoar and Fairbanks talked 
peace; Gray made a strong plea for ac- 
tion, but opposed recognition:of the repub- 
lic; Turner and Turpie taiked for recogni- 
tion. Both of these epeeches were excel- 
lent. 

Turner is one of the young senators, but 
he is a man whose strength has already 


been demonstrated. Turple’s speech was a 
magnificent argument in behalf of the re- 
public in which every phase of the contro- 
versy was discussed and every suggestion 


that has been made against recognition was 
met. 
No Time for a Vote Fixed. 

A break in the proceedings which tended 
to add excitement to the situation came 
with Chairman Davis's effort to reach some 
understanding as to when a vote should : 
be taken. All of his suggestions for unanl- 
mous consent to fix a time for the vote met 
with objections. 

Daniel, of Virginia, was opposed to put- 
ting any restriction upon debate because, 
as he explained, as a member of the for- 
eign relations committee, he would himself 
be given an opportunity to fully present 
his views, and he wanted every other sena- 
tor who desired to speak to have the same 
opportunity.

There is much discussion of the diplo- 
matic side of present complications, now 
that it is practically certain what congress 
will do, and that war cannot be avoided. 

Nobody believes that Spain can be 
induced to back down from the posi- 
tion she has taken or that she will 
make any further concessions. 

It has now become evident that she will 
have what what she has all the time played 
for sympathies of other European powers. 
Some time ago it seemed clear that Eng- 
fand was inclined to side with the United 
States, but it is now evident that since 
Spain’s foxy play in declaring an armistice 
in Cuba, England, like the other European 
powers, think that this government should 
take no‘further steps for the present. 

At the time when this question first 
came up Great Britain seemed to be on 
the threshold of troubles of her own. With 
an eye open to possible future advantages 
to herself, she then intimated that she 
would greatly love an alliance with the 
United States; but now that things have 
quieted down in the east, she does not 
seem as keen for such an alliance ag she 
was then. ‘ 

The rumor {is abroad tonight that Satur- 
day has been fixed for the day when the 
Spanish minister will take his departure. 
It is denied at the legation that he has 
received formal] orders to this effect. but 
it is evident from the condition of things 
there that he expects soon to leave. When 
he goes the interests of Spain will be plac- 
ed in the hands of the French ambassador, 

Senor Polo announced today that for ‘the 
present he would not accept any further 
formal courtesies at the hands of Washing- 
ton people. Naturally he regards the action 
of congress, and especially the report made 
by the senate committee, as an insult to 
his country, and under ordinary circum- 
stances would have withdrawn before this. 
But the Spanish policy is to do nothing 
which can be construed as the first overt 
act, and for that reason he will stay until 
he gets a formal recall. That will come 
when the United States takes the initiative 
by sending Spain notice that she must quit 
Cuba, and as things look now, that will 
be Saturday.

Washington, April 14—-The attention oi 
the civilized world is focused upon the 
senate of the United States. Upon its ac- 
tion probably depends the momentous ques- 
tion of war between this country and 
Spain. 

The action of the house of representatives 
yesterday in adopting resolutions looking 
to armed intervention in the Cuban rebel- 
lion transferred the center of interest and 


action from one wing of the great marble 
capitol to the other. Upon the senate 
therefore, as was iterated and reiterated 
on the floor today, rests the responsibility 
for delay or action. 

For more than six hours this afternoon 
the senate had the resolutions proposed by 
the committee on foreign relations under 
consideration. The speeches delivered upon 
the various phases of the situation, 


were, disclosed no irreconcilable differences 
| among those who spoke. 

All were in favor of action in some 
form by the government of the United 


States. 

Tne most radical] differences was as to 
whether the resolutions finally adopted 
recognize the independence of the Cuban 
republic or simply declare for armed inter, 
vention with a view to the ultimate free- 


dom and independence of the Cuban people. 

The speeches were interspersed with 
sharp and spirited colloquies, some of which 
caused intense excitement in the galleries. 
Many times the applause, both on the 
floor and in the galleries, was tumultuous 
and the vice rresident was obliged more 


demonstrations were under the rules per- 
mitted. : 

Within a few minutes of adjournment a 
genuine sensation was created by the ef- 
forts of the vice president to subdue the 
applause induced by the effort made to 
prolong the session until a vote could be 
taken. Vice President Hobart directly ad- 
dressed the galleries and ordered that the 
applause should cease. Nearly every sena- 
tor was on his feet and the main aisle in 
front of the president’s desk was crowded 
with senators. 

Hobart Out of Order. 


“The chair is himself out of order,” 
shouted Mr. Gray, of Delaware. “He has 
no right directly to address the people in 
the galleries.’’ 

“Such a thing was never done before in 
the senate.” declared Mr. Bate, of Tennes- 
see. 

“The applause was started by the sena- 
tors on the floor,’’ some one, shouted from 
the crowd in front of the president's desk. 

“I started it myself,” explained Mr. Ma- 
son, of Illinois, “and am prepared to as- 
sume the responsibility for it.” 


Mr. Turner, of Washington, was the firet 
speaker. He sharply criticised the adminis- 
tration for the ‘‘vacillating and irresolute, 
cowardly and pusillanimous policy,”’ pur- 
sued by it in the Cuban question. He said 
that the developments of the past few 
weeks had shaken his faith in those who 
a 4 the president's ear and confidence, 
Mr. Turner declared himself strongly in fa. 
vor of the resolution presented by the ml- 
nority of the committee of foreign relations. 
He declared that the same malevolent in- 
fluences which had paralyzed the executive 
and almost caused the people to revolt were 
atill at work. If these influences should 
succeed, the whole country would. know the 
disgraceful story and the nation would be 
shamed. ‘ 

Don’t Delegate Power to President. 

Mr. Turner maintained that congress 
could not delegate to the president the pow- 
er to Make war. After vehemently attuck- 
ing the president for the delays which had 
occurred in the sending of his message to 
congress, ‘Mr. Turner charged that the de- 
lay last week was not due to the request 
of General Lee, but to the fact that Arch.

“With that view,” said Mr. Hoar, ‘‘the 
Spanish government jis responsible for that 
loss and it ought to be held responsible by 
the United States.”’

SPAIN WILL NOT DECLARE WAR. 


Sagasta Says His Government Will 
Let America Take Initiative. 

London, April 15.—The Madrid carrespon- 
dent of The Daily Mail, telegraphing at 
& o'clock Thursday afternoon, says: 

“T have just had a conversation, with 
Senor Sagasta, who assured me tirat the 
government was absolutely resolved not to 
provoke hostilities with America. He add- 
ed: ‘I should be extremely sorry were the 
country to lose jts present self possession 
because of the-rincessant menaces addre Ss- 
ed to us by the United States. We are 
striving with afl our might to repress the 
national excitement.’ ”’ 

The Madrid correspondent to The 
Mail says: 

‘‘News has been received from Barcelona 
that' the university students there made a 
riotous demonstration as they were leaving 
the lectures today (Thursday). After giv- 
ing ‘vives’ for the army and navy, Spain 
and Cuba, they uttered cries against ‘yan- 
kee pigs’ and against Senor Moret, the sec- 
retary for the colonies. The rector of the 
university endeavored to persuade them to 
disperse quietly, but they refused and 
marched in a body down the Rambla, the 
central boulevard of the city. fventually 
they were dispersed by a detachment of 
the civil guard.”’ 

The Madrid correspondent of The Stan- 
dard, telegraphing Thursday night, says: 

“The dispatches announcing the resolu- 
tions proposed in the United States senate 
and passed by the house of representatives 
caused more indignation and displeasure in 
Madrid than even the presidential message. 
Not a single paper admits the supposition 
that such pretensions could be tolerated 
by any Spanish government desirous of 
keeping in harmony with the unanimous 
feelings of the nation.”’ 

The Berlin correspondent of The 
Says: 

“The vote in the American ‘house of rep- 
resentatives is universally regarded here 
as rendering war inevitable. It is asserted 
on good authority that the European pow- 
ers have no intention of making any fur- 
ther attempts at joint mediation. 

“The Krupps will arm the Columbia and 
the Normania, It is reported at Kiel that 
negotiations are afoot between the United 
and Japan, Chile, Argentina and the Neth- 
erlands for the purchase of cruisers.”’

WEREDRIVEN AWAY 


Feverish Preparations for War Revive 
Some Thrilling Traditions. 


SPANISH BLOOD WAS SPILLED 


On the Sands of St. Simon’s Island and 
Along Georgia Coast. 


GREW JEALOUS OF GENERAL OGLETHORPE 


Review of the Battle of Bloody Marsh 
Near the Mouth of Picturesque 
St. Mary’s River. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—How 
the Spaniards were last driven from the 
soil of the original thirteeen British colo- 
nies forms a pertinent story now. 

The sinister-looking guns which: have 
been arriving in Brunswick for the coast 
defense, and the feverish preparations to 
get them in fighting trim before the first 
burst of hostilities, recalls the battle of 
Bloody Miarsh, on which Spanish blood 
mingled with the yellow sands of St. Si- 
non’s island, 

The causes which led to the first Spanish 
invasion began with the dawn of the 
eighteenth century, At that time the fur- 
thest point south occupied by the English 
settlers was Charleston, while the Spanish 
held domain over the Florida coasts as 
far north as St. Augustine. Between these 
two opposing forces, separated by every 
element which represents dissimilarity, was 
the territory which now comprises Georgia 
and the northern portion of Florida, then 
little more than a waste inhabited by rov- 
ing tribes of red men and a few adventur- 
ous English and Spanish frontiersmen. This 
wilderress acted as a sort of buffer be- 
tween the two settlements, each of which 
was constantly on the alert to forestall 
any eneroachment which political avarice 
might prompt. , 

The Coming of Oglethorpe. 

In England there was a steadily growing 
conviction that the British should occupy 
the neutral ground, and thus in 1728, when 
Oglethorpe, respected as an hereditary loy- 
alist and noted for his philanthropic 
schemes, appealed to parliament to amelio- 
rate the wretched condition of the perse- 
cuted Protestants of Europe and to make 
some attempt to remove the inhumanities 
under which British prisoners and criminals 
suffered, his plea struck the parliament and 
George II as an admirable opportunity to 
kill two birds with one stone. They real- 
ized that through this philanthropist they 
could further their political desiens, and at 
the same time impress t'‘he people’ under the 
home government with a sense of its mag- 
nanimity. So in June, 1732, King George 
granted Oglethorpe a charter, by it ceding 
to him for the period of twenty-one years 
the country between Savannah and the 
Altamah® river, and west from the head- 
waters of these to the Pacific, to be held in 
trust ‘‘for the poor.” 

In November of the same year Oglethrope 
embarked with 130 settlers, and in fifty- 
seven days arrived on the South Carolina 
coast. Oglethorpe, after the lapse of fifteen 
months, returned to England, after having 
made a tour of the territory assigned 
to him, and entering into profitable treaties 
with many tribes of Indians. He returned 
in 1736 with 30 additional ‘olonists, 
among them John and Charles Wesley, 
who landed at Tybee. He then undertook 
a journey through the inland channels of 
the coast and, guided by Indians, on the 
second day arrived at St. Simon’s island. 
Here he laid out a town site on a bluff 
overlooking the Altamaha, at the north 
end of the jsland, the spot now being 
known as Frederica. Here may be found 
Oglethorpe’s fort and cannon, still in a 
State af- excellent preservation, and a 
place of interest for the tourists who re- 
sort to the island every summer, The fort 
which Was erected on the bluff commanded 
a wild stretch of the Altahama., 

The Spaniards Grew Jealous. 

In the meantime the Spanish officials at 
‘St. Augustine viewed with jealous eye 
what they considered an encroachment on 
their boundary rights, and begian to threat- 
en war. Oglethorpe dispatched messengers 
to them in the interest of peace, but they 
were seized and treated as prisoners of 
war. On learning this Oglethorpe formed a 
junction with the Indian tribe of the 
Uchees, and that af Tomochichi, and pre- 
pared for hostilities. But the Spanish were 
not as ready to fight as they seemed, and 
peace was patched up, and an agreement 
entered into by which the St. Mary's river 
became the boundary between the two dis- 
puting territories. 

But the sagacious Oglethorpe knew well 
the treacherous and impulsive character of 
the foes with which he had to deal, and 
returned to England, while there securing 
military commandership over the country 
now comprised in South Carolina and Geor- 
gia, and the title ofbrigadier general. 


was a stratum of good, red, fighting blood 
in this old philanthropist. for he then went 
to the Highlands of Scotland and gathered 
as sturdy a band as ever followed William 
Wallace on a battlefield. These the trained 
and drilled with especial reference to the 
wild kind of fighting which would have to 
be undertaken in the new world. The regi- 
ment was then transported to Georgia and 
the work of the fort pushed steadily on to 
completion. 

Then Oglethorpe, confident of his 
strength, and ready for war, took the 
step which precipitated hostilities, He made 
new treaties with the Indians, securing 
land from Savannah to the Ogechee and 
along the coasts to the St. John’s as far 
inland as the tile flows. The Spanish at 
St. Augustine regarded this as a tacit ex- 
pression of hostile intentions and began 
forming pians for the extermination of the 
English colony. Affairs were in this unset- 
tled condition, and the greedy Spaniards 
making every possible preparation to suc- 
ceed in the effort to gobble up the territo- 
ry which intervened between their capital 
and Charleston, when in 1730 tidings came 
of war between Spain and England. 

Immediately on the receipt of this news 
Oglethorpe resolved on the invasion of 
Florida. He concentrated 600 soldiers, im- 
cluding 200 Indian auxiliaries, at Fredrica, 
and marched down to St. Augustine pur- 
posing to take the fort by storm if possible, 
but prepared for a seige. The Spanish gar- 
rison was under the command of Monteano, 
a man of superb courage and generailship, 
who had well provisioned his fortress and 
was ready to resist a long seige. General 
Oglethorpe made desperate assaults on the 
fortifications, and exerted every possible 
effort to starve the enemy out, but at the 
end of five weeks he had accomplished 
nothing, and crestfallen and discouraged, 
the remainder of the troops which had set 
out so gallantly returned to Fredrica, 


The Battle of Bloody Marsh. 


The Spaniards meanwhile busied them- 
selves concerting measures of retaliation. 
Troops were gathered from Cuba and ac- 
companied by a large fleet of powerful 
men-of-war, the army moved toward the 
mouth of the St. Mary’s. The ‘heavy fire 
of the entire Spanish fleet was concentrated 
on Fort William, which Oglethorpe had 
constructed on the southern end of Cum- 
berland island. Though the garrison was 
small and the enemy’s fire galling and de- 
structive, the beseiged succeeded in repell- 
ing every attack until finally Oglethorpe, 
fighting his way with difficulty through the 
Spanish squadron, came to the aid of his 
men and left sufficient re-enforcements to 
enable the fort to resist any assaults. A

and with less than a thousand men at his | 
disposal the English commander prepared 
for the defense of the island. 

On July 5, 1742. a bloody encounter oc- 
curred between the Spanish fleet of thirty- 
eight vessels and the batteries on the 
southern point of the island, resulting in 
a victory for the invaders. Realizing that 
his only chance was in a land struggle, 
Oglethorpe signaled his ships to run up to 
Frederica and spiking the guns on the low- 
er fortifications, followed the fleet to the 
town. The Spanish, finding themselves un- 
opposed, landed at Glasconis bluff and 
took possession of the abandoned English 
camp. From this location a road led to 
Frederica. On its one side was a dense 
forest and on the other a morass. The 
Spanish officers held a council of war and 
resolved to march on Frederica along this 
road. The army was divided into two 
sections, the one to precede and the other 
to re-enforce if the enemy proved too 
strong. Full of elation, and imagining the 
campaign already more than half won, the 
first division advanced along the highway, 
confident that the English would retreat at 
the sight’ of their banners. But Oglethorpe 
had not given up hope, and he determined 
to take advantage of the over-confidence of 
the invaders, and deal them a sudden blow. 

He posted his men along the wooded side 
of the road, with instructions to attack at 
a given signal and drive the Spaniards into 
the morass. The Spanish van was wel! to 
the front of the ambuscade, when the sig- 
nal was sounded. Immediately the attack 
Was taleen up bv each Jetai!l 
astounded Spaniards could realize what had 
bappecied imey welec laluAe voelu.e cic We-a- 
directed volleys of the Highlanders, and be- 
ing slowly pushed into the tnorass. Their 
commanders implored them to stand firm, 
and reminded the drooping troops that re- 
enforcements were on the way, but a pa- 
ralysis of fright seemed to have seized 
the surprised men, and they fell a prey to 
the impetuosity of their assailants. Once 
forced into the morass, the Spaniards be- 
came helpless, vainly trying to extricate 
themselves and acting as targets to the 
merciless fire of the English. 

Disposing of the few remaining invaders, 
Oglethorpe ordered his followers to move 
further down toward the enemy's camp, 
and awaited the coming of the second di- 
vision. Ignorant of the fate of their breth- 
ren, the soldiers marched gayly forward, 
moving in disordered ranks and not trou- 
bled by any thoughts of danger. They ar- 
rived opposite the men lying in wait, and 
the first few columns passeq them, until 
Oglethorpe, assuring -himself that none 
could escape, counded the second signal. 
In an instant the narrow strip of ground 
was converted into a shamble. The first 
volley completely took the heart from the 
Spanish, and the few which remained could 
effect nothing against the desperate valor 
of their English foes. Fighting despairing- 
ly, they fel] back into the fatal morass and 
were soon enveloped in its slimy folds. 


They Beat a Retreat. 


So discouraged were the few remaining 
Spanish officers and privates that a retreat 
was resolved on, and seven days after the 
terrible chastisement which they had sus- 
tained, the remnant of the once invincible 
force boarded. their ships, and following the 
example of the armada, and in almost as 
deplorable plight, sailed out to sea. They 
left behind a quantity of stores and am- 
munition,of which the English commissaries 
and quartermaster’s departments were sore- 
ly in need. 

Standing southward to Fort Willlatrm the 
Spanish commander thought he would &ave 
an easy conquest in that point, which had 
a garrison of fifty men; but they were 
commanded by Stuart, one of the boldest 
and most skillful warriors of that day. who 
never blanched before superior numbers. 
Forming into @ close line the fleet sailed 
past the fort, each vessel discharging a 
broadside at the walls and being answered 
vigorously by the guns of the defenders. 
The ordnance in the fort, however, was 
heavier than that on the vessels, and when 
the Spanish commander discovered that 
several of his vessels were leaking and 
about to sink, he abandoned the attack and 
sheered off towards his own waters, 

This practically terminated the war, a)- 
though a few minor engagements occurred 
on the frontiers. While there was a cer- 
tain ‘“‘jingo’’ element in the Spanish colonv, 
which was in favor of and urged further 
warfare, the conservative majority agreed 
that the English were too well intrenched 
to be dislodged, and that project was aban- 
doned as hopeless. 

On July 24 a general thanksgiving was 
ordered for deliverance from the enemy. 
Oglethorpe remained in the colony for an- 
other year, and then, satisfifled that the 
Spanish would not attempt another inva- 
sion, took his final departure to England. 

Now again, if hostilities really break out 
between the United States ang Spain, this 
same territory will be largely the fleld of 
operation.

BISHOP GALLOWAY TAKES HAND 


He Declares a Vacancy in the Pastor- 
ate at Battle Till. 


THAT LEAVES BROTHER WOOD OUT 


The Bishop Then Appoints Rev. J. H. 
Little, of Gainesville, To Take 
the Place. 


Gainesville, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—The 
latest development in the now famoug Gib- 
son-Wood seandal, which as recen’ly 
shocked the Methodists of Atlanta and the 
members of the North Georgia conference. 
is the removal of Rev. W. J. Wood as pas. 
tor in charge of the Battle Hill circuit, 
and the substitution of Rev. J. H. Little, 
who has been engaged in conference evan- 
gelistic work, and who is now in Gaines- 
ville assisting Rev. J. M. White, of the 
First Methodist church, in a series of mect- 
ings. 

The Bishop’s Letter. 

Rev. Mr. Little this morning received a 
letter from Bishop Galloway notifying him 
of bis appointment to the Battle Hil 
charge, and requesting him to report at 
once and take up the duties of his new 
work. He will go immediately and begin 
his work on the Battle Hill circuit, and 
will discontinue conference evangelistic 
work. 

No reason {s assigned for the removal of 
Rev. W. J. Wood from the work in Bishop 
Galloway's letter to Rev. Mr. Little, but it 
is conceded by. the ministers of the con- 
ference and those who are supposed to 
know that it is because of the alleged in- 
timacy between Mrs. Wood and Rev. J. T. 
Gibson. It is the custom of the conference 
to withdraw fellowship and silence a min- 
ister from preaching whose wife's conduct 
is not above suspicion, It is stated that in 
this instance Rev. W. J. Wood maintains 
his wife’s innocence and insists that he will 
continue to live with her. Were he to 
abandon her and secure a divorce and his 
future conduct should be that of a Chris 
tian and becoming a minister of the gospel, 
he would be given a new charge and allow- 
ed to continue his ministerial duties as a 
member of the conference. Otherwise he 
will remain suspended. This statement of 
facts comes from a member of the confer. 
ence who as acquainted with the actions of 
the body, and is supposed to know what 
he is talking about. 

They Knew Him in Gainesville. 

The recent sensational episode of Rev. J. 
T. Gibson and Mrs. Wood was read with 
interest in Gainesville, he having formerly 
been presiding elder of this circuit. It !s 
said that his actions here were a little sus- 
picious at times and his character was not 
abOve reproach. However, so far as the 
majority of the members of this church 
were concerned, he was tegarded as a pure 
Christian and a faithful, conscientious pas- 
tor. His work ‘there was yery successful 
and he was given loyal support. 

Rey. J. H. Little, who goes to Battle Hill 
circuit, is a man of about ‘thirty-five years 
of age, and has been a member of the con- 
ference for a number of years. By choice 
he selected conference evangelistic work, in 
which he has been very successful. Great 
crowds have been drawn to the meetings 
at the First Methodist church here, where 
he has charge of the music, the preaching 
being done by Revs. E. M. Stanton and J. 
M. White. 


A PECULIAR PHASE OF A WILL. 


Gene Rains Wanted To Be Buried 
Wrapped in a Confederate Flag. 

Augusta, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—An ac- 
count was recently published in The Con- 
stitution of the death in New York state 
of General George W. Rains, who was at 
the head of the large Confederate powder 
mills in this city during the war. When 
the Sibley Cotton factory was built on 
the site of the old powder mills ndéthing 
was left of those important confederate 
works, except a, giant chimney. This was 
preserved as a monument, and a marble 
slab let into its side tells its history. 

General Rains’s will has just been sent 
to the ordinary’s office here for probate, 
and besides various bequests of a personal 
character, contains the following unique 
provision: 

“In the lower part of my bookcase is a 
large confederate flag. which was taken 
from the Augusta arsenal flag staff when 
I was about to evacuate that post after 
the war had ended. It was the last garrison 
flag of the confederacy. I preserved it to 
enfold my mortal body. Should I ‘die in 
Augusta, Ga., I desire to be buried with it 
at the foot of the obelisk chimney of the 
Confederate powder works. Should my de- 
cease take place at the north, my desire, 
then, is that this flag, with a green floral 
heart, shall be placed in the casket in 
which I am buried.” 

All his apparatus and books, which are 
in the medical college in Augusta, and 
chemical apparatus, which he has in his 
home, and all apparatus of the kind be- 
longing to him, he bequeaths to the medical 
department of the University of Georgia.

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HARPER IS NOW A FREE 


Was Charged with the Murder of His 
wife in Carroll County. 
Carrollton, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—W. 
E. Harper, charged with the murder of his 
wife last August, is a free man. The jury 
brought jin a verdict this morning at 9 
o’cleok of “not guilty,’”’ after being out 
since Wednesday noon, It is reported that 
they stood last night seven for acquittal 
and five for finding him guilty, and did 
not agree until this morning. Harper was 
ably defended by Reese & Gordon and Sid- 
ney Holderness. The state was represented 
by Colonel T. A. Allinson and W. D. Han- 
nock. The trial commenced Monday morn- 
ing, being the first case taken up. By noon 
the jury was selected and then cOmmenc- 
ed the great legal battle. The verdict was 
received in silence by the large audience 
present,there being no demonstration what- 
ever. In company with the sheriff Harper 
left the courthouse in a few minutes after 
the trial and one of the first places visited 
was the hardware house of H. O. Roop, 
where he bought a revolver and cartridges 
to load it. He told the sheriff that he did 
not expect to shoot anybody, but proposed 
to defend himself if attacked. In the neig‘h- 
borhood of the sad tragedy there is a good 
deal of feeling Against Harper and threats 
have been made. There is no apprehension, 
however, that there will be any violence 

used. :

Many Residences and Business Houses 
are Destroyed. 


LOSS REACHES A LARGE SUM 


Fire Department of Albany Came to 
Rescue, but Too Late. 


THE HOTEL KITCHEN THE ORIGIN 


Many of the Buildings Were Well In- 
sured and Thus the Property Own- 
ers Were Protected. 


Dawson, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Fire 
swept over this city today and licked up 
about $20.00 worth of property in the space 
of a very few moments. 

At 11:55 o'clock fire was discovered in 
the kitchen of the Farnum hotel, on Vine 
street, and the flames goon enveloped the 
building, burning it to the ground. The 
fire then spread to Baldwin Company and 
Geise’s planing mills, ginnery and grist 
mill, and badly damaged the building and 
machinery. From thence the flames spread 
to the warehouse stables of J. B. Poerry 
and destroyed the stables and two negro 
houses, jumped across a brick block on 
Main street. to the Dawson Grocery Com- 
pany’s building, andthe residence of N, 
Kenney, severely damaged the former and 
totally destroyed the latter. 

From thence jt “leaped to the Masonic 
building, across Johnston street, burning it 
to the ground. The spark from the Mason- 
ie building fired the residence of 8S. A. 
about 300 yards down Johnstone 
between the Masonic 
hall an@ Loyless’s residence were save 
by hard work. A strong westward wind 
was blowing, and the firemen were almost 
powerless to control the blaze to the close 
proximity, and at one time it seemed as 
if the whole city would be gutted entirely 
‘of wooden puildings. 

The fire departments of Albany, Amefi- 
cus and Cuthbert were telegraphed for and 
the Albany company responded promptly, 
arriying here at 2:30, but the Dawson de- 
partment then had the flames under con- 
trol, and@ their services were not required.

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Mysterious Death of a Babe. 


Columbus, Ga., April 14.—(Spectal.)—Mrs. 
William Parker, wife of a well-known 
farmer of eastern Muscogee, left her four 
weeks-old baby in a bed at their home. 
Returning fifteen minutes later she found 
the little one dead. The child was appa- 
rently in perfect health when it was placed 
on the bed. One of the theories advanced 
was that death was caused by strangula- 
tion. 
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The Recognition of Cuba. 

The republicans of the house did not 
comply with the requests set forth in the 
president’s message. 

Practically, he asked for the whole 
question to be placed in his hands, leav- 
ing intervention entirely discretionary 
wih him. If it be possible to interpret 
his desires and intentions by his written 
words, he asked for authority-to reopen 
negotiations ‘with Spain on the basis of 
the fact that the queen regent had al- 
ready commanded a suspension of hostil- 
ities in Cuba, so far as the Spaniards 
were concerned. 

The resolution, as at first framed by 
the house, and on which we commented 
yesterday, was changed in one important 
particular—a change that leavesgthe re- 
sponsibility of forming their own gov- 
ernment entirely withthe Cubans. More 
than this,-the progress of events is not 
left in control of the administration, but 
the president’s duiies are made impera- 
tive. He is not only authorized, but “di- 
rected”’ to intervene at once to stop the 
war in Cuba, to that end and with the 
purpose of securing permanent peace and 
order there, and establishing by “the 
free action of the people thereof” a sta- 
ble and an independent government of 
their own in the island of Cuba. 

Of course this is not as satisfactory as 
the resolutions offered by the democrats, 
which recognizes the independence of the 


republic of Cuba and directs the presi- 
dent “to employ immediately the land 


and naval forces of the United States 
in aiding the republic of Cuba to main- 
tain the independence hereby recog- 
nized.” The minority resolutions meet 


'. the views of the people exactly, and 


while being a pledge of aid and sympa- 
thy to a government already established, 
are less apt to lead to the complicationg 
that are threatened by the majority reso- 
lution. 

It is to be hoped that the democrats, 


and their allies in the senate will press 


home upon the republicans of the house 
the question of immediate recognition of 
the independence of the government 
which has maintained itself securely on 
the island of Cuba, and set up its ma- 
chinery on a large part of the island. 
The republicans of the house, with two 
exceptions, voted against the resolutions. 
Why? Nobody knows; they would not 
stop to explain; and, in the very begin- 
ning, sought to overwhelm the demo- 
crats not only by scurrilous language, but 
by a resort to brite force. It was a yery 
femarkable display, and the deep resent- 
ment betrayed by the republicans when 
the demacrats sought to get in a word 


.edgewise; shows that there is a large po- 


litical or financial cat in the meal-tub. 

The eight Georgia democrats who vot- 
ed against the majority resolution were 
not moved by any feeling of opposition 
to intervention in behalf of Cuban inde- 
pendence. They had already supported 
the minority resolutions, which repre- 
pent the desires and demands of the 
American people. ‘They were doubtless 
filled with disgust at the ruthless dis- 
play of rancor and brite force manifest- 
ed by the republicans, and doubtful as 
to the real purport of the republican res- 
olution, which might have been more 
explicit than it was: 

What is most wonderful in this whole 
business is the failure of the republican 
leaders to deal with the Cuban question 
in a manly, a direct, an open, and a fear- 
less manner, such as would well become 
those who represent the people and are 
jealous of the people’s interests. But, 
from the beginning their course has been 
marked by dubiety and accompanied by 
all the notes and suggestions character- 
istic of a policy of concealment. So 
much so, indeed, that on two occasions 
at least, many leading republicans have 
‘threatened to desert the policy of their 
“leaders and act in an open manner with 
the democrats—not as democrats, of 
course, but as Americans. 

Upon the broad shoulders of Fitzhugh 
‘Lee has been shouldered the delay of 
sending in the message. If he asked 
for such delay, it was because he was de- 
ceived officially into believing that the 
message was warlike in tone; whereas, 
it was anything and everything else. 

Every step that Bas been taken by the 
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republican leaders has been a hesitating 


one, as if they had motives which they 
would not for the world expose to the 
gaze of the public. Every proposition 
they have made has had a string to it. 

The majority of the senate represents 
the views and feelings of the American 
people on the Cuban question, and we 
hope the wise men of that body will com- 
pel the republican leaders to face the 
question of real Cuban independence 
and dispose of it.

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Georgia asa Cattle Market. 


We printed a day or two ago a very in- 
teresting dispatch from Americus in re- 
gard to the shipment of cattle from 
southwest Georgia to the west. The dis- 
patch was based on the’ fact that pur- 
chases of cattle for shipment to Indian 
‘Territory. were to be stopped on account 
of the war scare. 

But the suggestive portion of the news 
was that Georgia has begun to play an 
important part as a cattle market. It is 
stated that already half a million dol- 
lars has been paid ont in southwest Geor- 
gia for cattle, one agent saying that his 
firm, which is in the west, will spend 
$2,000,000 there if cattle can be procured. 

These statements and figures should 
suggest a great many things to the farm- 
ers of this state. The fact that Geor- 
gia has been recognized as a cattle mar- 
ket is a result that has come about of 
itself, belonging, as it were, to the nature 
of things. This being so, it seems to us 
that it would be an easy matter for the 
farmers, by turning their attention to 
cattle raising in a more special way, 
to not. only increase their profits but 
enlarge and extend this important in- 
dustry. The rich levels and wide sa- 
vannahs of southern and southwest Geor- 
gia, practically barren now, could be 
made to yield more profitable results 
than are now to be dug out of the cot- 
ton fields. 

At a very trifling expense these wide 
levels could be set to bermuda, and thus 


the ranges would be able to fatten the 
cattle in summer and keep them fat in 


winter; for bermuda has this pecularity, 
that when it succumbs to frosts and 
turns yellow, it still retains within it- 
self more nutriment than is to be found 
in the best cured timothy hay. 

And then there should be an improve- 
ment in the strain of cattle. This could 
be done by crossing our famous scrub 
on the short-horn breed. We say noth- 
ing against the Georgia scrub. It has 
lived up to its opportunities, and has 


managed to thrive in spite of neglect ands 


abuse. But short-horns have been bred 
by selection to the point where they take 
on fat and muscle as easily as a Jersey 
gives milk. 

And, then, if we propose to get the full 
benefit of our cattle market, we shall 
have to carry the beeves to the slaughter 
house before sending them abroad; 
otherwise we shall be buying them back 
at a higher price than we got for them, 
and be compelled to pay the freight both 
ways, to boot. Such is the fate of all 
communities which ship the raw mate- 
rial instead of the finished product, We 
have no doubt that some of the very cat- 
tle which went out-of Georgia on foot 
have been sent back: here in a refrigera- 
tor cars and sold fer a sum large enough 
to pay the original purchase money, all 
the expenses of transportation, handling 
and dressing, and a rich profit besides. 

We know of a gentleman interested in 
a yarn mill who bought cotton for 6 
cents ea pound, and sold it again for 30 
or for;y cents a pound. This was his 
reward for twisting the raw material into 
yarn. ‘The dressers of beef get an enor- 
mous profit for taking off hide, hoof and 
horn, and another profit for the “rem- 
nants,” so to speak. 

However, first let us improve our cat- 
tle market, and then, perhaps, it wil] be 
time enough to talk about a packing es- 
tablishment. Still, it is well to bear in 
mind the fact that it is better to get all 
the profit than only a small part. This 
is a fact that we are beginning slowly to 
realize in regard to cotton, end this reali- 
zation is taking shape in new cotton 
mills and a constant movement in the di- 
rection of finer goods. 
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Cuba To Govern Herself. 


Since a halt is about to be called on the 
long, protracted carnival of. blood in Cu- 
ba by the demand that Spain withdraw 
from the soil of the unhappy isiand, our 
thoughts are naturally directed to the 
capabilities which Cuba possesses for 
self-government. Briefly, the question 
which arises at this juncture may be 
stated thus: Is Cuba equal to the ob- 
ligations which self-government entails 
upon her, or is she not? 

But what of Cuba’s capabilities for 
self-government? In the first place, she 
is abundantly possessed of that spirit 
which is necessury to maintain inviolate 
the sacred principles of freedom. This 
is convincingly attested by the long fight 
which she has made against superior 
numbers in the struggle which is now in 
progress. In spite of statements to the 
contrary, her population is more largely 
homogeneous than that of Peru, Argen- 
tine, Brazil oryany of the other Spanish 
countries in this hemisphere. Natives 
of the.island with negro or Indian blood 
in their veins exist in comparatively 
small numbers. With respect to the 
natural resources of the island, it may ‘be 
affirmed with confidence that another 
spot of earth equally productive is yet to 
be discovered within the four quarters 
of the globe., To briefly mention some 
of Cuba’s products she contributes to the 
world’s market, tobacco, sugar, cotton, 
indigo, rice, sage, corn, bananas, choc- 
olate and various other rich products. 
Her extensive timber lands abound in 
vast supplies of cedar, lance-wood, eb- 
ony, rosewood, mahogany and other 
woods of like character, while her mines 
yield gold, lead, copper, silver, mercury, 
salt, magnesia, copperas, gypsum, anti- 
mony and other minerals in prodigal 
abundance. 

In 1893, just before the outbreak of 
hostilities, Cuba produced not less than 
815.894 tons of sugar, of which amount 
she exported 718,204 tons. In the same 
period she produced 8,500 hogsheads of 
molasses, of which amount she exported 
7,654 hogsheads. Without going too mi- 
nutely into details, we observe hurriedly 
that in this same year she exported 
9,308 pipes, 227,865 bales of tobacco, 147,- 
365,000 cigars and 39,581,493 packages of 
cigarettes. Do not these figures speak 
in eloquent terms of fhe splendid use to 
which the Oubans have put their re- 
sources? And surely if they can suc- 
ceed in producing such results in spite 
of the baleful and contaminating infiu- 
ence of Spain’s brutal yoke, is it not per- 
fectly rational to suppose that they will 
have little difficulty in taking care of 
themselves? 

While Cuba is small in area, being less 
than the size of this state, there is no 
argument against her capabilities for 
self-government to be found in this fact. 
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There are several independent countries 
on the globe much smaller’both in area 
and population than is Cuba, and if these 
countries with comparatively meager re- 
sources can manage to enjoy prosperity, 
then what is to prevent Cuba, with her 
opulent advantages, from doing likewise? 
Cuba is possessed of every requisite 
which self-government demands; and in- 
stead of complicating matters by refusing 
at this time to recognize her indepen- 
dence, we should extend to her at once 
the boon which she has craved so long. 
We should not humiliate her proud _spir- 
it by undertaking to manage her affairs 
for her. If France had sought to do 
this in our own case when we entreated 
for recognition at her hands, we should 
have openly resented it; and why now 
humiliate Cuba? 

Such is the democratic party’s attitude 
toward the present grave crisis. Inde- 
pendence should accompany recognition. 
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In the Event of War.

In the event the government should 
call upon the country for 150,000 instead 
of 50,000 troops, each state and territory 
would be expected to contribute treble 
the apportionment of troops indicated in 
the foregoing list. Of course these fig- 
ures apply only to the organized militia 
of the country; our actual . fighting 
strength aggregates 10,000,000 men.

General Pettus was 
afterwards promoted to the rank of briga- 
dier general.

Consul General's Story Before Senate 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 


IT IS FULL AND’ EXPLICIT 


Gives His Reasons for Saying Maine 
Was Blown Up Through Treachery. 


DESCRIBES CONDITION OF 


Senators Who Heard the Virginian Are 
Now Satisfied That the American 
Seamén Were Murdered. 


Washington, April 14.—The testimony 
taken before the senate committee on for- 
eign relations in connection with the in- 
yestigation into the relations between the 
United States and Cuba was made public 
today. The statement which contains the 
greatest current interest is that made by 
Consul General Lee on the 12th instant, in 
which he said that he was informed on 
very good authority that the Spaniards 
had placed two rows of torpedoes just at 
the mouth of Havana harbor by Moro cas- 
tle within the past two months and sub- 
sequent to the Maine disaster, and that 
the switchboard ig in a room in the castle. 
He said, however, that he had no informa- 
tion of the placing of any torpedoes be- 
fore the Maine was destroyed and none in 
regard to the purchase abroad by the 
Spanish authorities. He also stated that 
he had no reason to suspect that the har- 
bor was mined before the blowing up of 
the Maine. 

Weyler Letter Genuine. 

General Lee stated that he thought the 
Weyler letter (the Laine letter) was a cor- 
rect copy of the genuine letter. He had 
information of a telegram from General 
Weyler to Eva Canel, a noted Spanish wo- 
man and an admirer of Weyler’s, and also 
to Senor Guzman, which read: 


“Grave circumstances cause me to ask 
you to destroy the last letter of Febru- 


ary 18th.” 

General Lee said that this telegram had 
never before been published, and he found 
in it strong confirmatory evidence of the 
genuineness of the Weyler letter. 

With reference to the responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine, General Lee 
said he was satisfied that the explosion was 
from the outside and that it was cause@ by 
some of the officers who had charge of the 
mines and electrical wireg and tonpedoes in 
the arsenal. 

He did not think Captain General Blanco 
had anything to do with It. 

“But I think it came from some of 
the subaltern officers who had been 
there under Weyler and who were prob- 
ably anti-Blanco, anyhow, and who 
had full knowledge of the business.”’ 

General Lee said that he had seen a copy 
of a telegram from Admiral Manterola, 
dated in Havana prior to the explosion of 
the Maine, to the Spanish commission in 
London, asking the commission to “hurry 
up the electrical cables.’’ 


‘Whether that referred to wire for sub- 
marine mines or torpedoes I do not know,”’ 
he continued. ‘I tried to ascertain if any 
of the wire or electrical cables had ar- 
rived there, but they came on Spanish 
Ships, and I could not find out.” 


General Lee said that this testimony in 
regard to Manterola and also that with 
reference to the Weyler telegram hed been 
furnished to the court of inquiiy which 
investigated the Maine disaster, but had 
not been sent to congress gor published 
because of a request of his, made to the 
state department, not to make them public, 
“as I was afraid the Spanish papers there 
would republish it and they would) proba- 
bly kill the man that gave it to me.” 

Continuing his testimony, General Lee 
said he had made inquiries and asce--ain- 
ed that none of the electric lights of the 
city went out at the time of the explosion. 

He had heard that some of the 
Spanish officers celebrated the blow- 
ing up of the battleship by drinking 
champagne. 

In reply to a question from Senator Gray, 
General Lee stated that the Spanish popu- 
lation is not especially hostile toward the 
United States. He said that the condition 
of the reconcentrados was just as bad 
now as in General Weyier’s diy. 

In regard to the cessation of hostil- 
ities, General Lee thought the armis- 
tice amounted to practically nothing. 
He did not think the insurgents would 
pay any attention to it. ; 

General Lee stated that provisions were 
scarce in Havana and he thougnt that 
incase of a blockade thé town would sur- 
render in a short while. 

The insurgents also were living from 
hand to mouth. General Lege said that he 
had expended all but about £5,000 of the 
$50,000 apprapriated for the relief of the 
American citizens in Cuban. He described 
the condition of the Spanish soldiers in 
the island as being very bad and said that 
if Spain really appropriated $600,0u0 for the 
sustenance of the reconcentrados for those 
people would get very little of it, but he did 
net believe thew had appropriated any- 
thing of the kind. 

He did not think that there was the 
slightest possibility of Spain conquer- 
ing the insurgents and restoring peace 
in the island. 

A number of Amobrican citizens are still 
there, he said, for whom active steps will 
have to be taken, as they are suffering and 
starving.

Last Chamber of Commerce 
Dinner Held Last Night 
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LOWARD «ATKINSON SPOKE 


Bwelt for Some Time on Industrlal 
Problem of This Sectlon, 


SPEECHES BY PROMINENT CITIZENS 


Colonel Albert Cox, Colonel Cook of the 
Army, Mr. Alex Smith, Mr. J. K. 
Orr and Mr. Harry Stock- 
dell Deliver Happy 
Talks. 


The last of the series of dinners given by 
the local chamber of commerce occurred 
in the cafe parlors of the Kimball house 
last night. Quite a large crowd of Atlan- 
ta's represgntative business Men were pres- 
ent. The principal speaker of the evening 
was Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, who 
spoke for over an hour and a half on the 
cOmmercia] development of the south. 

After Mr. Atkinson's address a bohemian 
supper was served in the cafe, which was 
thoroughly enjoyed by all present. Short 
speeches were delivered after supper 
Colonel Albert Cox, Colonel Cook, of the 
United States army; Mr.+Alex Smith, Mr. 
Harry Stockdell and Mr. J. K. Orr. The 
subject of all was theycommercial devel- 
opment and the unlimited possibilities of 
this section of the country, laying stress on 
the fact that the south should awake to 
her opportunity and selze the right which 
is justly hers of becoming one of the rich- 
est and most successful commercial sec- 
tions in the world. The after dinner 
speeches were al] eloquent and highly in- 
teresting and were received with great en- 
thusiasm. 

In the absence of Captain T. B. Neal, 
president of the chamber of commerce, 
Governor Bullock called the meeting to 
order at 8 o’clock, and introduced Mr. At- 
kinson as the originator of the Cotton 
States exposition in Atlanta In 1881. Mr. 
Atkinson's address dealt with the negro 
problem in the south, the industrial move- 
ments of this section and the outlook for 
successful development of southern fe- 
sources by the employment of correct 
methods. , 

Regret was expressed last night that this 
was the last of the chamber of commerce 
dinners for the season. These {finctions, 
held for the purpose of discussing publie 
and economic questions for the enlighten- 
ment of Atlanta’s business men on the most 
approved lines of commercial advancement, 
hdve resulted in great good to the city. 
The plan has proved a Most decided suc- 
cess, The bohemian smokers will probably 
be continued next fa!) along the same lines 
and even better results are expected to be 


obtained in future. 

A delicious menu was served last night 
under the direction of Manager Scoville, 
and the charming informality characteriz- 
ing these dinners makes them much more 
en‘oyable than the regular banquets. The 
bohemian smokers are gaining in popularity 
not only in Athanta, but throughout the 
entire south. 

The After-Dinner Speeches. 

Cclonel Albert Cox, one of the south’s 
most eloqvent speakers, was tle first to 
speak after dinner. He was enthusiastical- 
ly received, and spoke in part as follows: 

“T think the originators of this bohemian 
smoker should be congratulated on the suc- 
cess of this evenine’s function, 1 think it 
has resulted in great good for the future 
development of this city. This country is 
wide encugh to entertain different views on 
certain subjects, but notwithstanding this 
fact there is a strong tie that binds us un- 
alterably together, and every section feels 
an interest, not omly in its own develop- 
ment, but also in the development of other 
sections. There is no doubt there is safety 
in southern investment. Northern capital is 
beginning to realize this fact more and 
more every year. The south bears the grand 
distinction of being the only people that 
has taken millions of savages and educated 
them so that they are now capable of en- 
joying citizenship in the grandest country 
on the face of the globe. There is no reason 
why southern development should not 
reach the acme of accomplishment. The 
future of the south points to her becoming 
one of the foremost sections of the entire 
country. The commercial enterprises of the 
south should mike her independent not of, 
but with the other countries. We have the 
resources, We have every advantage that 
providence could have given us. The op- 
pertunity lies at our very doors and south- 
erners should hasten to take advantage 
thereof.’’ 

Colonel Cook Ready To Fight. 


When Colonel Cook, of the army, was 
called on he was greeted with ringing 
cheers. 

“T have been in the service of Uncle Sam 
a number of years,’* said he, ‘‘and have al- 
ways freely responded to any call my coun- 
try might make, but the only call to which 
I ever hesitated to answer is for a speech. 
The army of the. United States is now 
ready to dojits duty. (Cheers.) When Presi- 
dent McKinley calls, for an army to take 
the field against the impudent nation with 
which we are about.to declare war, the re- 
sponses will be such that we will be able 
to say to the world ‘hands off.’ ”’ 

Mr. Alex Smith was the next speaker. 

“The proceedings tonight,” said he, “‘are 
more convincing than ever that prejudice 
is gradually but surely passing away. Cer- 
tain sentiments expressed here on this oc- 
casion would have not been thus received 
some years ago. There is no doubt that the 
south contains more resources than the 
balance of the country put together. The 
increase of intercourse between the differ- 
ent sections is bound to bring to us the 
bright future to which we are entitled, 

“If war comes the country will be made 
to forcibly realize the south is a prominent 
part of this great nation—that she will 
shoulder arms as quickly as any other sec- 
tion for the defense of the flag. We are 
one great nation, and we should work 
shoulder to shoulder in the grand march 
of industrial development.”’ 

Mr. Harry Stockdell madea happy 
speech, dwelling chiefly on the climate of 
the south and particularly of Atlanta, 
claiming that the climate here was the 
finest on the face of the globe. As an evi- 
dence of this he stated he came here twen- 
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ty-three years ago weighing 120 pounds, 


and that he now tips the beam at 220. Mr. 
J. K. Orr also spoke on the importance of 
the south taking advantage of the grand 
opportunity of industrial development and 
Claimed reduced acreage meant the discon- 
tinuance of 5-cent cotton. 

After a few words of farewell from Mr. 
Atkinson the party adjourned. 


The Speech of Mr. Atkinson. 


Mr. Atkinson spoke in part as follows: 

“Mr. President and Members of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce—Gentlemen: 
It has happened to fail to me to address 
the citizens of Atlanta several times at 
their own request. Each time, beginning in 
1880, the influence which has been imputed 1o 
what 1 have said has been a greater sur- 
prise to myself than to any one else. I 
Was not aware at the time that the facts 
presented by me would be so novel or as 
fruitful in progress as they seem to have 
been. I have therefore sought for the cuuse 
of that inuence in order that I might again 
develop the logic of the case in this ad- 
dress. The subject on which you have 
asked me to speak is, in fact, the develop- 
ment of the resources of your section of 
our common country. I1 do not use the 
word ‘manufactures’ in stating the problem, 
tecause that word has partly lost its 
meaning It has become so timited in com- 
mon thought as often to obscure the true 
process of development. 

“High wages or earnings in money or in 
what money will buy are the result and 
not the antecedent of a low cost of labor 
in each unit of product. If the general 
rate of wages is lower in any state or sec- 
tion of this country thun it is elsewhere, 
other conditions being equal, that fact 
simply proves the lack of intelligent meth- 
ods of progress in the state or section 
which is thus subjected to the disadvantage 
of the low standard of living which must 
accompany the low rates of wages. I think 
it was in the last speech which I made in 
Atlanta that I told you you would never 
attain the true place which Georgia ought 
to hold in the community of the states so 
long as your general rate of wages gas so 
far below that of others far less well en- 
dowed with natural resources. Your low 
rates of wages, long hours of work, and 
excess of’ child labor in your mills, simply 
prove that you have not yet mastered the 
are of dealing with your great resources in 
the most profitable manner, 

“The great product which will soon be 
derived from these resources will vield large 
earnings, low cost, less arduous conditions, 
relief from the necessity of child labor, good 
schools, and that abundant leisure which is 
consistent with the diligent and intelligent 
use of time, 

“Some of you are now doubtless saying 
to yourselves at this very moment, ‘How 
can that man soy this in the face of our 
success in taking over a large shdre in the 
cotton manufacture? Have we not done it 
by way of low wages, long hours of work, 
and lesser cost?’ I admit the fact: the ex- 
ception strengthens the rule. You have 
made an apparent success on this Hine, but 
so long as you rest on low wages and 
long hours it is a delusion. It proves that 
you have neglected the lesser branches of 
industry in which, owing to your great re- 
sources, you might have outstripped the 
eastern states; it proves that you are 
spending capital and energy in the too 
rapid development of an art in which your 
success or failure may only be proved in 
another decade. 

“What resources have been placed at your 
disposal in this great state of Georgia? 
What use are you making of fhem? What 
rights have you established? How are vou 
enforcing public law? Upon. the replies 
which you may give to these questions the 
development of manufactures and of your 
entire industry now rests. If you limit ‘suf- 
frage, or propose to do so, wfll your pur- 
pose be that of giving better protection to 
the rights of the humblest negro, as well 
as to the most ignorant white man in your 
state? or will your purpose be fo get an un- 
due advantage for the ignorant white man 
Over the intelligent negro? You may try 
that, but you will fail. 

“The trinity of trade is the perception of 
the rules which govern commerce among 
men, Commerce is based on these three ele- 
mental principies., 

“First. Our material wants will be best 
supplied by division of labor. That is the 
material element. 

“Second. In the exchange of products 
every party gains. Commerce exists for 
mutual benefit. The perception of that hw 
is the intellectual or metaphysical element. 

‘Third. Commerce rests on the ethical 
foundation of rights which must be stern- 
ly enforced by public law. That is the 
moral element. 

‘Such in the trin'ty of trade. 

“My friends, do not be blind to the blun- 
ders of your neighboring states, in which 
you may now find your own opportunities. 

“You have learned the true lesson at At- 
lanta. I am speaking through Atlanta to 
the citizens of Georgia. You have public 
law well enforced. You have diversity of 
occupation. You ‘have developed a state 
within a state, which is a model to the 
state itself. When will you extend the 
elemental principles on which you have 
founded your city throughout your state? 

“IT have thus given you the fundamental 
principles; now for the substT ary details, 
which rest upon the development of pub- 
lic intelligence, What do you need? 

‘First. Good public credit. Do you expect 
to get that when, under the disguise of an 
act for the free coinage of silver, your own 
legislators support a force bill, by wh'ch 
you may be enabled to force an undervalued 
or underweighted coin upon an unwilling 
creditor? All coin attains its value from 
the weight of metal init. You cannot force 
cheap money on creditors, because, after 
a little experience, no one will trust you on 
such a basis. Whv should they? As to this 
matter of free coinage, we stand ready to 
support an act for the free.coinage either 
of gold, silver, copper or nickel, provided 
creditors, as well as debtors, are given their 
free cho'ce tn which specific coin to make 
their contracts. There is no danger in free 
coinage. Coinage is nothing but the manu- 
facture of coins. The danger and fraud 
come in the legal tender provision. A legal 
tender act {is a force b'‘ll, which destroys 
freedom of contract, and thereby destroys 
the credit which is more necessary to a 
state where capital is not vet abundant 
than to the other state where there is a 
surplus of capital. Legal tender acts were 
born in fraud, and have been nursed in 
corruption down to the present day. What 
a travesty upon democracy, that men who 
are called democrats, especiaNy southern 
democrats, should support a force bill de- 
stroying the liberty of contract! The case 
is too absurd to need any further argument 
among intelligent men. 

‘Second. You need a well developed bank- 
ing system. In that you have taken a long 
lead, in which we of Massachusetts Will fol- 
low. You have contested the lawful power 
ef the nation to deprive you of your own 
right to organize your own banks in your 
own service in your own way. That is a 
right method. You have our sympathy. A 
letter of my own on that subject happens 
to have been written for Dixie to appear 
tomorrow. 

“Third. In the development of manufac- 
tures you need men of trained ekill and 
capacity, manual, mechanical and mental 
alike. You need them now on your fields, 
in your workshops and in your factories. 
You can develop such men among your- 
selves slowly and surely. You are beginning 
to do it in your agricultural experiment 
stat'on and in your technical schools in the 
manual arts, yet morein the schools for the 
colored people, which devote themselves 
largely to manual and mechanical instruc- 
tion. But you cannot wait—you invite men 
to come from other states. What induce- 
ment do you offer to men who you now need 
who may migrate from other states? 

‘In your factories you offer to capitalists 
the temporary benefits of long fours and 
low wages, and an excess of child labor. 
As to the hours, let ‘t be understood that I 
am opposed to all legislative interference 
with the right of free contract in respect 
to the hours or methods of work of adults..

General Graham Will Send Them 
to Savannah at Once, 


WILL DEFEND TYBEE ISLAND 


The Troops Wil Be Placed In the 
Fort There. 


ARE PREPARING TO INVADE CUBA 


Pack Saddles for Mule Trains Are Be- 
ing Fixed for Service in the Cu- 
ban Campaign—Precaution 
Taken To Guard Geor- 
gia Coast. 


: 
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The troops at Fort (McPherson will be 


moved at once to the front. One or more 


companies ‘will be rushed to Savannah to 
garrison the fortifications on Tybee island 


and to form a backing to the artillery there. 
General Graham yesterday issued the or- 
ders relative to the removal of the troops. 

The troops are ready to leave at a mo- 
ment’s notice, and will probably be sent out 
this morning. General Graham says the 
soldiers are wanted at Tybee to act as a 
guard around the fortifications and to keep 
the outsiders away. But this is ‘hardly the 
use to which they will be put, as there are 
very few outsiders around the fort, it js 
said, and one or two men would be suf- 
ficient to keep away large crowds of sight- 
seers. 

The officials of the dapartment of the 
gulf wouki not talk of the removal of the 
troops yesterday, but stated that so far as 
they knew, no orders had been tssued. This 
makes it as if General Graham 
wants to keep secret his plans for carrying 
the soldiers to the coast. © General Gra- 
ham spent yesterday at the Tybee fortifi- 
cations, and then returned to Savannah. He 
reports that the fortifications on the island 
are getting in good shape, but that the guns 
there are still unmounted. This work will 
be completed within the next few days. 

All of the regiment at the fort will proba- 
bly mot be carried to Tybee, but it is ex- 
pected that one or two companies will be 
sent to Sullivan's island, near Charleston. 
That point ‘s rather weak, and more sol- 
diers will be needed there. General Gra- 
ham will go to Charleston this morning 
and will then proceed to the island and 
look into the requirements there. He will 
call as many troops aS may fe necessary to 


aippear 


that place. 

The regiment has been made ready for 
immediate departure and the railroad < ffi- 
cials are ready to carry them away at a 
moment’s notice. The soldiers wre €ex- 
pectant and waiting for orders to move. 

An invasion of Cuba is regarded as cer- 
tain by some of the officers of the army 
stationed there. They hase their belief 
on an order which was issued from the 
headquarters of the department of the gulf, 
in Atlanta, yesterday. These orders were 
sent all over the department and requested 
that all pack saddies in the depariment 
be sent at once to St. Louis to the ware- 
house and repair shop ‘for such saddles. 
The saddles are known as apsrejos and 
are used for transporting provisicns and 
supplies. One of the saddles will hold 
about 300 pounds of eupplies and a mule 
train of 100 mules can carry a large 
amount of supplies for the army. 

In the United States, where the rall- 
roads are so convenient, these pack sad- 
dies are absolutely useless and the fact 
that they are being prepared for service 
is ample proof that there will be an in- 
vasion of Cuba, according to the belief 
of the army officers. The pack saddles 
will be necessary in Cuba to transport 
supplies for the invading armies of the 
United States. There are hundreds of these 
pack saddles ecattered over tine depart- 
ment of the gulf and will be sent to St. 
Louis at the earliest possible moment. 

The state troops of the several southern 
states wi!l certainly be called out when 
war is declared. The army officials believe 
that the Georgia troops will he used al- 
most entirely within the United States, al- 
though some of them may ve sent with 
the invading army. They will be detailed 
to various coast cities for the protection 
of the towns. 

Within the territory of the lepartment 
of the gulf there are -more than thirty 
good-sized towns on the coast which are 
at present absolutely unprotected. They 
afford tempting landing places to the Span- 
ish and if troops are not sent there it will 
be an easy matter for Spanish privateers 
to land small forces at the towas and

| STRANGE ANTICS OF WEATHER 


Elements Were Badly Jumbled 
Yesterday. 


The 


RAIN, HAIL AND 


Sect ete eeteeieenes 


Aut Sorts of Atmospheric Conditions 
Prevailed in Two Hours’ Time—It 
Frightened Fruit Growers. 


SUNSHINE 


The miscellaneous assortment of weather 
f@rnished Atlanta yesterday was a most 
remarkable jumble of atmospheric ele- 
ments. There was a conglomerated inter- 
mingling of rain, sunshine, hail, sunshine, 
sleet and then fair, suhny skies, al] within 
the short space of two hours. The phenom- 
enal outbreak of the elements was nothing 
Short of a natural wonder. 

The weather man sat in his office on the 
top of the custom house and shivered for 
One minute and then the sun would burst 
out bright and warm. By the time he could 
Pull off his coat and turn out the fire in 
the gas radiator the sleet would begin to 
patter against the Window and the ther- 
mometer to drop like a melted bullet. There 
had never been any weather like it before 
and the forecast Official was Puzzled to 
know what was huppening. He searched 
the records but covld not find a precedent 
for the variegated confusion of weather, 
Finally he decided that several months had 
not hag their normal amount of weather 
and in an effort to catch up, March, April 
and February were getting mixed. 

After the crazy collection of weather had 
become untangled sufficiently for the sun 
to shine ten minutes at a time, the day 
began to grow colder. There was a steady 
fall of temperature and it looked as if 
frost might again be expected, The weather 
conditions remained uncertain all day, as 
if the weather fods were debating the ad- 
Visability of sending rain, snow, hail or 
Sunshine. 

The market gardeners and fruit erowers 
around the city became alarmed and kept 
the weather bureau busy answering in- 
quiries as to the probabilities of frost. Sey- 
eral ganleners announced their intention 
Of burning smoke fires in their gardens 
to protect the plants, 

It is a strange fact that. smoke has 
Saved half. the market gardens around At- 
lanta this month. During the recent cold 
Wave those gardeners who built fires and 
created clouds of smoke over their crops 
now have beautiful freen plants, and those 
who did not take this means of creating 
artificial clouds los? their young plants. 
One market gardener alone refused to use 
smoke protection which his neighbors on 
adjoining farms were using, and he had 
$,000 fine tomato Plants killed in one night. 

The fruit growers are thanking the 
weather bureau for Saving their crops, This 
year all of them have used smoke. Mr. 
John D. Cunningham, the fruit grower at 
Kennesaw. has spent several hundred dol- 
lars for fuel to create smoke, but he feels 
well rewarded jn having his fruit unin- 
jured. 


THE WEATHER. 

At 8 o'clock last night the low pressure 
area that has been moving eastwurd dur- 
ing the past two days haa reached the 
COost and was centered over Virginia. The 
high area in the west had moved into the 
lower Missourj Valley, 
ed _in density and Was béing closely fol- 
lowed by a low area then eentered over 
the Dakotas, <A Beneral fall in tempera- 
ture had occurred over the Atlantic Blates, 
While in the west a marked rise had taken 
Place. Rain was falling at New York, Nor- 
folk and Chattanooga, and cloudy weather 
with rain during the day covered the east- 
ern portion of the map horth of Florida:

RILEY’S QDVICB TO WRITERS. 


Literature Is a Slow Road To Success. 
Large Advance Sale. 


James Whitcomb Riley is certainly qual- 
ifigd to give advice to young writers. He 
had hard work to get recognition, and he 
knows what it is to win success. 

“My advice to young’ writers is don't 
take up literature as your sole profession, 
if you have to earn your own living. Go 
on with an every-day practical work. I 
don't like tae hard business world myself, 
but I had to learn its lessons. To make 
literature a satisfactory success, one must 
give up many things. There ts much hard 
work, much uncertainty, much sacrifice 
and many misgivings. Another thing—each 
one should be his own critic. Tear it to 
pieces and re-write it, if need be. Then 
maybe after a while some magazine will 
accept it, and—you can get a new suit of 
clothes. I remember LI used to ‘think if 
only a magazine would accept cne of my 
poems my stccess would be assured. But 
do not deceive yourself that way. One 
could not possibly get more than two 
poems a year, since they only issue one 
number each month. So the young writer 
Should not try te_live from his literary 
proceeds alone.

They Will. Preach Mormonism in At- 


TO ESTABLISH CONFERENCE HERE 


There Are Fifty Mormon Elders in 
Georgia Now—They Want To 
Spread Their Faith. 


—- - - - 


Elder Albert Matheson and Elder F. M. 
Michelsen, of Salt Lake Cit, Utah. are in 
Atlanta to preach Mormonism. The two 
Mormon elders reached Atlanta from Chat- 
tanooga yesterday. They are but two of 
fifty Mormon elders who have been sent 
to Georgia to spread the faith of the Latter 
Day Saints. 

The elders will begin their ministry here 
today and they declare that when they 
leave they will have established a large 
Mormon conference here. They come here 
fresh from successful labors in Tennessee 
and after building up a conferente of sixty 
members in Chattanooga. They were in 
(“hattanooga three weeks and were well 
received there. 

Mormonism, they say. has been purged of 
the elements which have hitherto proven 
most objectionable to the people of this 
section. They are preachers of the orig- 
ina] faith, just as Joseph Smith and Brig- 
ham Young spread throughout Utah, but 
the believers are not practicmg the same 
beliefs. 

Polygamy is not now Sanctioned by the 
Mormon church. The Latter Day Saints 
have quit this practice because the laws 
have declared it wrong. They bow their 
heads in allegiance to the laws, for one of 
their firmest articles of faith is: ‘‘We be- 
lieve in beine subject to kings, presidents, 
rulers and magistrates, in obeying, honor- 
ing and sustaining the law.’”’ 

One wife is all that is allowed to each 
member of the church, not because the 
church has placed a ban upon the practice 
of polygamy, but because it is upholding 
the laws. Only one of the elders who are in 
Atlanta is married at all. The two men 
say that thev will introduce their faith in 
all parts of the country and that fifty eld- 
ers will be preaching the faith in Georgia 
for several weeks to come. Elders Mathe- 
son and Michelsen, when seen by a Con- 
stitution representative yesterday after- 
noon, talked interestingly of their work. 
Elder Matheson is an easy, graceful talker. 
He said that his faith was much misunder- 
stood away from its stronghold in Utah, 
but twat it would be better. appreciated if 
better known. ‘ 

“We like all Christians, believe in God, 
the Eternal Father, and in His Son, Jesus 
Christ. and in the Holy Ghost,”’ said Elder 


Matheson. 


“Rut one belief of ours that isa accounted 
strange is that men are punished for their 
own individual sins: and not for Adam’s 
transgressions. We think that every man 
is responsible for his own wrong doings. 
We believe the Bible to be the word of 
God, so far as it is translated correctly, 

also believe the ‘Book of Mormon 


and we 
to be the word of God: We believe that 


God will yet reveal many wonderful things 
ts ts the claim of our church that we 
have the privilege of worshipping God 4ac- 
cording to the dictates of our conscience 
and allowing all other men the Same priv- 
gg ee anda best, we believe in being hon- 
est. true, chaste, benevolent and virtuous, 
and in doing good to all men.”’ 

The two Mormon elders will remain in 
Atlanta until they have finished their 
work. They travel without money and de- 
pend entirely upon charity for their living.

| Monument, Statue of Liberty and the 

great pyramid of Cheops or Corfu, a'é 
to be surpassed in magnitude ty 2 nmulitary 
monument one-third of a mile high to be 
erected-in plain view of Atlanta, 

The scheme also contemplates the great- 
est military national park in the world on 
and around Kennesaw mountain. 

It is proposed to introduce in the park 
some novel features, chief among them a 
statue of white glass, eighty feet high, on 
top of Kennesaw, the statue to be illumi- 
nated at night by a dazzling light from 
within. To give stremgth to the- statue 
which will typify American valor in the 
form of an American soldier, the giass will 
have an interior framework of steel, and 
when lighted up, it will be vistble so far 
that the inhabitants of other planets will 
think the earth has a new moon located 
about twenty miles west of Atlanta. 

The originator of this scheme has not 
been discovered by the public down this 
way, but the leading movant is A. B. Leep- 
er, major general cOmmanding the depart- 
ment of Illinois—‘‘Comrades of the Battle- 
field,”’ adjutant general ‘“‘Grand Army of 
American Veterans,’’ vice grand counsejor 
“Order of American Patriots.’’ The military 
park and battle monument project is not 
backed by either of these organizations, 
but is being promoted by a new order, 
known as the Society of the Atlanta Cam- 
paign. This society proposes to hold a meet- 
ing at Kennesaw about June 27th to pre- 
pare plans for the campaign. 

Adjutant Leeper says that the society's 
headquarters at present are jn St. Louis, 
but when the organization gets under way 
it is intended to hold reunions at Kennesaw 
park every year. These details have been 
communicated by Adjutant Leeper to Mr. 
Joseph Richardson, chairman of the South- 
eastern Passenger Association: Secretary 
Long, of the navy; Consul Genera] Lee and 
others, The letter to Mr. Richardson in- 
quires about rates for the reunion and 
transportation for the principal workers. 
The adjutant writes that Secretary Long, 
General Fitzhugh Lee and veterans in 
twenty-seven states .have indorsed the pro- 
ject. He says that he spent three years 
carrying a musket at $13 a month and the 
dollar worth only 51 cents. 

Secretary Long was asked to save the 
Maine’s hull, if it is to be raised, and send 
it to Tampa or Key West so that it could 
be brought to Atlanta and used for the 
framework of the glass statue. What the 
secretary said to this is not stated. In the 
course of the letter to Secretary Long, Ad- 
jutant Leeper said: 

“Take your dividers and with Kennesaw 
as the center and the. northwest corner of 
Missouri as a point on the circumference, 
draw a circle and you will include the ter- 
ritory that has been saturated by the best 
blood of the American nation; and you can- 
not shift from that point, with the same 
radius, without leaving out a portion of it. 
That is the reason why Kennesaw has been 
selected as the proper place to honor the 
armies of the west and the whole nation. 

“It is the intention to make this the larg- 
est and best society of its kind, and the 
park the grandest im the nation. Many val- 
uable features will be introduced that are 
not found in any other organization or 
park. 

“Washington was made what he was by 
American valor. He did not make the 
American valor. He has a tower 555 feet 
high to cOmmemorate his virtues and 
achievements, and as valor made him what 
he was, American valor ‘should have a 
higher, grander tower. 

“To commemorate American valor it is the 
intention to erect on the top of Kennesaw 
mountain, which is more than 1,800 feet 
high, a monument so high that it may be 
seen as far as the eye can reach, this to 
be surmounted by the statue of an Amert- 
can soldier, The statue will be no less than 
eighty feet high, of white translucent glass, 
strengthened on the inside with a steel 
frame to be lighted from within bv electric- 
ity, so that the form can be distinguished 
as far as the eye can distinguish form. 

“In this monument every American vet- 
eran would have an imterest, and as the 
achievements of the United States navy are 


as worthy of commemoration as are those 


of the United States army; and as the pro- 

osed monument or tower will probably 
»e constructed practically of steel, T have 
thought within the last hour that tnstead 
of towing the wreck out into the ocean and 
sinking it, why not tow it to Key West or 
Tampa, from either of which points the 
material could be shipped to Atlanta for 
use in the erection of the colossal monu- 
ment to the valor of the American army 
and navy.’ 

Adjutant Leeper says that “if the sur- 
vivors of the federal and confederate ar- 
mies and navies of 1861 to 1865 are all ac- 
tuated by as high. holy and patriotic im- 
pulses as jis the origimator of this monu- 
mental scheme, then by the year 1900 the 
Society of the Atlanta Campaign will be 
able to show to the world this gigantic, 
cloud-piercing structure that will be visited 
and admired for ages to come by lovers of 
liberty from every nation on the globe, and 
as peace hath ‘ther victories no less than 
war, we expect. at the opening of the 
twentieth century to unveil to the admir- 
ing gaze of all lovers of civil and religious 
liberty on earth, as well as the archangels 
in heaven, a still grander monument con- 
sisting of am organization of men who for 
four long and bloody years daily risked 
their lives in mortal combat with each 
other for a principle which each thought 
was right, but are now daily wniting in 
pledge of loyalty to the star spangled ban 
ner and the principles which it represents.” 

In a cireular bearing on the project it 
stated that there are about “three times as 
many union survivors and twice as many 
confederates of the Atlanta campaign as 
there are of the Chickamauga campaign, 
and there are at least one and a quarter 


times as many survivors of the Atlanta- 


campaign as there were troops engaged at 
Chickamauga. 

, There were fully 40,000 more participants 
in the Atlanta campaign than were en- 
gaged at. Gettysburg, and there are over 
20,000 more survivors of the Atlanta cam- 
paign thaf of the Gettysburg.” 

If this proposed monument is completed 
it will hardly be necessary for Martetta to 
use street lights.

MANNING JURY 
HAS NOT AGREED 


Spent Last Night at Hotel With No Ver- 
dict in Sight. 


C. L. Motes Is Convicted in Criminal 
Court of Stabbing. 


BERRY-ENGLISH-STEIN CASES 60 OVER 


Court Adjourns to Next Term. 
Docket Having Been Cleared 
of All Business.

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HARL MANNING, an ex-soldier from 

P rv McPherson, was tried for the 

murder of Private Nobles, a soldier 
who belonged to the same company to 
which Manning formerly belonged, before 
Judge Candler yesteruay. ‘lhe hearing of 
the case consumed more than half a day 
and the testimony went carefully into the 
évents connecting Manning with the shoot- 
ing of Nobles. 

The was given to the jury at 2 
o'clock, but up to 10 o’clock last night no 
verdict had been agreed upon and the jury 
was allowed to retire for the night. The 
verdict will be announced today if the jury 
can agree. 

Substantially the same evidence was 
heard from the stand by the jury as on the 
former trial several weeks ago. All of it 
was circumstantial, there being no eye wit- 
nesses to the crime. The witnesses. were 
largely soldiers from company F of the 
post,.the one to which Manning and No- 
bies belonged. 

Lieutenant Carnahan assisted Solicitor 
Hill in conducting the prosecution. The 
former is well acquainted with the details 
of the murder, having conducted the inves- 
tigation which led to the arrest of Man- 


case 


ning several days after the crime was com- 
mitted. 

Lieutenant Carnahan while on the stand 
swore to certain damaging facts that made 
the ease a strong one against the prisoner. 
He told of the conflicting statements made 
by Manning and of instructions that the de- 
fendant had given certain members of the 
company to keep them from telling any- 
thing on the prisoner. 

Major Taylor, who dressed the wounds of 
Nobles and found the bullet in his cloth- 
ing, testified to the nature of the wound 
and how it could have been inflicted with 
the pistol that was found in Manning’s 
possession after, the shooting. 

The soldiers testified concerning the ac- 
tions of Manning and his relations to No- 
bles before the latter was shot and the 
quarrel tre two had on the evening before 
the day the murder occurred. Manning’s 
statement differed from that on the for- 
mer trial. Instead of arraigning Witness 
Smith, who appeared to have Manning’s 
confidence and who discussed the conduct 
of Nobles that it is alleged led to the shoot- 
ing by Manning, the latter spent the great- 
er part of his time establishing his own 
innocence. 

If a verdict is not reached today another 
mistrial may be declared. The following 
comprise the jury:

Motes Was Convicted. 


The only other case tried before the 
court was that of C. L. Motes, who was 
charged with assault to murder on Walter 
Burns, and convicted of stabbing. 

This case consumed the latter part of the 
day and was bitterly fought by the attor- 
neys for both sides. Burns is a negro and 
nearly two years ago walked into Minor’s 
saloon on Decatur street, while Motes was 
there. A quarrel ensued, after which Burns 
and Motes went upon the street and a cut- 
ting occurred. Burns was stabbed near the 
heart and lay at the point of death for 
three weeks. Motes was taken to the police 
barracks. 

At the time the fight occurred the case 
took a sensational turn. It was not noticed 
that Motes’s clothing was cut when he 
was locked im the police barracks, but the 
next morning, after the cutting, it was dis- 
covered that Motes’s coat and trousers 
were badly cut in many places, It was 
said that Motes did this after he was put 
in his cell in order to show where he had 
been fiercely attacked by the negro Burns, 
and stabbed him in self-defense. 

At the trial yesterday this was not sub- 
stantiated. The jury was out only a short 
time when a verdict was brought in. Judge 
Candler sentenced Motes to twelve months 
in the chaingang or to pay a fine of $100. 

A number of women who keep houses of 
tll-repute did not appear at the court to 
answer the charge of selling liquors with- 
out a license, and Judge Candler fined them 
$300 for nOn-appearance. 

Judge Candler made some caustic re- 
marks concerning many of the bonds that 
are now accepted for the appearance of 
prisoners in his court. He said that the 
grand jury ought to indict some of the 
officers who accept such bonds. 

“If my son should accept some. of 
bonds that are brought into this court 
forfeiture I would have him tried 
lunacy,’’ he said. 

“You are dead right there,’ 
licitor Hill.

It 
will convene April 26, 1899, and continue its 
sessions for three days, meeting every 
morning, afternoon and evening while in 
session.

colored, looking over the work of colored 
Sunday schools in the state and taking 
steps to foster the work and make as much 
progress in it as possible before the meeting 
of the convention next year. It {ts the de. 
sire of the committee to do everything that 
can be done to bring forward the colored 
Sunday schools all over the state, as this 
part of the field has been greatly neglected 
in the past. 

The finances of the National Association 
were fully reviewed by the committee, and 
a report was made by H. M. Hamil, the 
field worker in the southern states, wpon 
the. progress of Sunday schools through- 
out.the south. 

A general Sunday school meeting was 
held in the basement of the First Baptist 
church last evening at 8 o'clock. The 
audience was composed principally of Suy- 
day school teachers, nearly every denomin- 
ation in the city being represented, and 
addresses were made by Marion Lawrence, 
who is said to be one of the greatest Sun- 
day school talkers in the world; H. M. Ham- 
il and B. F. Jacobs, chairman of the 
international committee. The meeting was 
an enthusiastic one, and much good will 
result to the Sunday schools of Atlanta 
from the talks made by the three distin- 
guished workers. 

The address of Marian Lawrence was a 
review of the principal features of the labor 
of the international committee in the past 
vear, and a surmise of the remarkable 
showing in Sunday school work all over 
the world that will be made at the conven- 
tion in London this summer. H. M. Hamil 
spoke enthusiastically of the revival in the 
movement to perfect the organization of 
Gunday schools and their growth in num- 
ber in the southern states. 

Mr. B. F. Jacobs delivered an earnest ad- 
dress that was highly enjoyed by all pres- 
ent. He told of the new movement in some 
of the northwestern cities to reach the peo- 
ple who cannot be brought to church or 
Sunday school and have to be visited in 
their homes to be made to fee! the influence 
of religion. 

‘In the city of Minneapolis,” he said, ‘‘the 
Sunday school workers, a few weeks ago, 
inaugurated a plan by which every one in 
the place could be reached and talked to. 
The city was divided into sixty-one districts 
with a number of workers alloted to each 
district, and a Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation estaiblished in the center of the 
city, at which reports were made of the 
progress of the work every hour in the 
day. The visiting ‘began on Saturday morn- 
ing, and before night of the same day over 
22.00) families, not persons, were seen and 
talked to and asked to attend Sunday 
school.

THE CRITTENTON SERVICES. 


His Talk in the Afternoon Was One of 
the Most Impressive He Has 
Made in the City. 


Mr. Crittenton delivered a strong and 
convincing address to a large audience at 
the First Methodist church yesterday af- 
ternoon. His sermon was probably more 
effectual in impressing upon his hearers 
the truth of Christianity than any he has 
delivered in Atlanta. 

The feeling and earnestness displayed by 
the speaker caused many who listened to 
him to weep, and at the conclusion of the 
talk, when Mr. Critténton asked those who 
wished to lead new iives to come forward, 
the whole congregation, with a few ex- 
ceotions, responded, 

The address served to show the thorough 
consecration of the speaker to his work 
for which he has given up pleasure and 
wealth, He spoke upon the final victory 
of religious thought and ideas and took 
his text from Romans, eighth chapter and 
first verse—‘‘There is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are itn Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the spirit.’’ : 

He said: ‘‘The final victory is sure to 
be God’s. The evil spirit may triumph 
for a time here on earth, but in the last 
day there will be only the voice of God 
calling the righteous to their inheritance 
and the wicked to their condemnation. 

“ihe other night I was passing down 
Peachtree street just as the theater was 
turning out and I saw getting in their car- 
riages and on the cars pretty women and 
young men, who, if they only knew where 
the broad road of worldly pleasure they are 
treading leads to at last, I believe they 
would turn their feet in time before it is 
too late.’’ 

Mr. 'Crittenton’s talk was very impres- 
sive from first to last and seemed to go 
to the heart of every one present. 

The subject of Mr. Crittenton’s discourse 
at the tabernacle last night was, “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness and all these things shall be ddded 
unto you.’’ 

“It seems to me,”” he said. “that the 
vast majority of people in the world are 
seeking everything and anything but Christ 
and his righteousness. If every person in 
Atlanta would do what God tells them to 
do in this text there would be no need for 
a salvation army to hold meetings in your 
Streets every night. There would be no 
need for county jails or station houses. 
Courts of law would be superfiuous and the 
world would be better and purer for our 
living in it. 

“The things which God tells us not to 
seek before seeking Him are what we shall 
eat and what we shall drink and the pleas- 
ures of this world which take our atten- 
tion from Him. 

2@ Known men in my experience who 
igrsaken the religion of Christ and 
early every case they have made com- 
"failures in their business and in other 
relations of life. I have known other nien 
who were down in the world, with nothing 
but rrecked life behind them, accept 
God as thelf only refuge, and I have seen 
them rise in life to positions of influence 
and distinction.” 

Mr. Crittenton’s audience was a large one 
and close attention was given him to the 
close of his address. 

He announced that his last Bible reading 
service would be held at the First Meth- 
odist church this afternoon. 

Saturddy evening he will conduct a meet- 
ing at the Barclay mission and Sunday af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock he will speak at the 
tabernacle on the Florence Crittenton res- 
cue work in the United States. 

A farewell talk will be made at the tab- 
ernacle Sunday night.

Still Another Relative Appears on the 
Scene of the Murder. 


GIVES SOME FAMILY HISTORY 


Says Henry Briley, of Birmingham, Is 
the Legitimate Son—A Question 
of Veracity.

Is the young man..who came here several 
days ago from Ennis, Tex., giving his 
name as J. l. Briley, and claiming to be 
a son of William Briley, the recently mur- 
dered merchant, an impostor? 

T. F. Belden, of Louisville, Ky., a rela- 
tive by marriage of the Brileys, has been 
in the city several days looking for the 
young man from Texas with the intention 

having him refute certain statements 
he made reflecting on the Briley family. 
Messrs. Belden and William Briley mar- 
ried sisters, it is said, by the name of Nor- 
man, one of the foremost families of Ken- 
tucky, and they are therefore brothers-in- 
law. 

The Texas Briley arrived in the city last 
Tuesday for the ostensible purpose of look- 
ing up his father’s estate and avenging his 
murder. Several days prior to the appear- 
ance of this new and unexpected heir, 
Henry Briley. from Birmingham, arrived 
in the city and also claimed to be a legiti- 
mate heir. Among other statements made 
by the alleged son from Texas was that 
Henry Briley was an illegitimate son of 
William Briley.
